The magnificent steamer ‘Heliopolis,” of bes 


the Egyptian Mail Steamship Company, com-

The “Heliopolis” and her sister ship, the 
“Cairo,” are both built by the Fairfield Shipbuild- 
ing Company, of Glasgow, and are not only tur- 
bine driven but propelled by triple screws, 
all working by turbine: mechanism, the gpgine 
horse-power being 18,000 and the ship’s ton- 
nage 12,000 gross. The most noticeable feature 
with regard to this use of the turbine system 
is the absence of vibration and the noise ine- 
vitably associated more or less with the. old 
reciprocating-engine arrangements, and in this, 
as in every other respect, the vessel must be 
pronounces a complete success. Although dur 
ing aportion of the voyage a speed wasobtained 
of 22 knots, in most parts of the ship the 
fact of her being in rapid motion was hardly 
perceptible, and, indeed, the mental effect was 
so slight that the passengers wondered whether 
the vessel had not temporarily ceased “going 
ahead.”

grounds and -wonld, I am sure, be, notwith- 
standing, vigorously denounced as rank protec- 
tion by all the gentlemen with whom Lord 
Cromer associates himself. :
